Deputy Sheriff William Rosing received a call from 
Silver Lake that a young man had jumped a freight train 
headed south and the man was wanted in Kenosha county in 
connection with a robbery of money from a lady in Lake 
Geneva. The message said the train would meet another 
freight in Antioch and the deputy would have a chance to do 
his stuff. ' 

Deputy Rosing at once proceeded to the Soo Line depot with . 
a gun in his hand and, as he went down Main Street, called to 
different ones to assist him. About 15 gathered at the depot, 
loaded to the teeth. As the train slowed up at the depot, the 
deputy and four citizens got into the cubbooze explaining 
their mission, and the brakeman said the train would stop in 
Lake Villa. The rest of the men proceeded to Lake Villa in 
cars. The man was captured and brought to Antioch and

The lady who was robbed came to Antioch, but said it was 
not the man, but surely was a close resemblance.

all. 

And when, you stop to think 
about how long the Great Wall 
of China has been around, you 
can; be somewhat assured that 
your outdoor furniture will last 
more than, a ' season , or two 
without needing a facelift! 

HOWEVER, IF your furni- 
ture has been painted year after 
year, a penetrating oil finish 
won't be able to penetrate 
through the paint. So you will be 
destined to freshen the finish 
year after' year. If this idea 
doesn't exactly intrigue you, 
refer back to my very first . 
article.

"IF THE Lindenhurst site is 
pursued," Mayor Nielsen 
claimed, "We're going out for 
every (negative) vote to defeat 
the referendum because I don't 
feel (that site) is to the public's 
benefit" 

Nielsen added he did realize* 
the township needed a new 
library and that the library 
board and staff had done a 
commendable job. 

Ron Coles, township super- 
visor, supports Nielsen saying, 
■ 'Every effort should be made to 
keep the library centrally- 
located. People forget about... 
subdivisions west of Rt. 83 that 
are a part of the township. 

"If worse comes to worse, I, 
as an individual, feel the town 
board could find some room for 
the library," Coles concluded. 

The mayor feels the Lake 
Villa site he is pursuing 
matches all advantages of the 
Lindenhurst site> "So are they 
(the library board) having a 
three-quarter of a million dollar 
referendum on a snow plow 
offer?" 

IN RESPONSE to Nielsen's 
claim that area schools would 
be at a disadvantage with an 
easternly-located library, Leis- 
ner says he doesn't ~ "know . 
where the tie-fn is. High school 
students /are -our most prolific 
school users, and we service 
four high schools; none of which 
are in Lake Villa township." 

District 41 Superintendent 
Peter Palombi told the Antioch 
News a library within Lake 
Villa's 'boundaries would ser- 
vice the greater part of the 
students. 

"With tight public financing 
... the library and school could 
supplement each other's facili- 
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ties," Palombi continued. No 
exact figures were given, but he 
said the present library gets 
"quite a bit of use" from school 
field trips. 

IN ADDITION to the bond 
question, the referendum will 
also ask for a levy to cover 
operating costs for the, library. 
What homeowners will owe, in 
taxes if the referendum is 
passed will be decided at the 
August library board meeting. 

Asked what the board will dp 
if the referendum fails, Leisner 
replied, "We don't foresee that; 
but if so, it's back to the 
drawing board." 

Leisner wants it known that

Oh, what an understatement 1 

Patriotism came this past 
year in all sizes . and styles : I 
even heard that Andy Williams 
ordered lovely red, white and 
blue dentures (diamond- 
studded). 

In the midst of the hoopla, I 
found myself at the farthest 
possible point from my home- 
land, on the big day, July 4, 
sadness touched me. It was soon 
replaced, however, by. the 
thought that my -appreciation 
for the day would probably 
increase with distance, 

Papua, New Guinea, is my 
present location, where I'm 
working on publications for 
Wydiffe Bible Translators. I 
live on a base in the Eastern 
Highlands, . but right now I'm 
working with a translation team 
in a village near Wau. 

WHAT WAS the holiday like 
in a country whose own inde- 
pendence is. a mere 10 months 
old? Our "celebration" began 
15 hours before yours, but we

tried to think of what the folks 
back home were doing. A picnic 
in the town park, reminiscent of 
its U.S. counterpart, was the 
main event for. me and my 
friends here, but the real 
attention-grabber was the over- 
seas radio. 

Stateside parade-goers had 
hours yet to sleep when we sat 
down to supper. Scanning the 
shortwave, all we could find of 
an American flavor was a 
Dutch station with a short 
tribute for the occasion. "Amer- 
ica the Beautiful" - were my 
eyes actually getting misty? A 
reading of the "Star Spangled 
Banner" by Everett M. Dirksen 
followed. No parades, no cherry 
bombs, no banners. Just pride 
in a country founded on God's 
standards, tempered with con- 
cern for faithfulness to those 
ideals. 

Morning in New Guinea 
corresponds to the preceding 
evening in the U.S., so we 
tuned in Voice of America July 
5, straining Jto hear a fire 
cracker - or at least a report .of 
one, Eagerly we listened, 
standing around the kerosene 
refrigerator, to hear . about 
Operation Sail, President 
Ford's Independence Hall 
speech, and bells pealing na- 
tionwide. We grinned, imagin- 
ing it all. 

NEWS FOLLOWED the 30- 
minute bicentennial report. 
How timely was the headline 
story: , Russia's East Berlin 
conference on communism. 

My motto is not "My country, 
right or wrong," and I frankly 
am afraid of such blindness to 
unrighteousness. But blindness 
to opportunity and blessing 
distresses me as well. 

Before coming here, I had 
rarely thought about malaria, 
lice, or malnutrition: such 
afflictions seemed continents 
away. But here the shivering 



shoulders, itchy heads and 
swollen stomachs bring me to 
my senses every day. And to my 
knees. 

Independence Day was on a 
Sunday this year. The Declara- 
tion of Independence signers 
placed "a firm reliance on 
Divine Providence." Our cur- 
rency ' asserts, "lit God We 
Trust."
